of  the  message  of  these  prophets,  to 
whom  all  the  world  looks  for  spiritual 
guidance  as  well  as  for  lessons  in 
morality.  The  older  reader  who  has 
not  had  the  opportunity  for  studying 
this  literature  will  find  this  book  an 
excellent  source  of  knowledge  and 
inspiration,  and  indeed  it  should  be 
considered  a “must”  on  their  reading 
list. 

We  also  have  assembled  a great 
deal  of  literature  on  the  “Dead  Sea 
Scrolls”  a topic  of  current  interest 
to  the  entire  world.  For  the  scholar, 
the  book  by  Millar  Burrows  is  replete 
with  detailed  information.
